Official Third Termers Rebuked. 
Bryan Calls at White House.

Fowler: Assails Cortelyou Plan. 

Representative Charles N. Fowler, 
thairman of the house committee on 
banking and currency, in a _ recent 
statement criticised most severely the 
action of the 
government in 
its attempt to 
relieve the 
financial crisis, 
Especially did 
he deprecate the 
issuing of the 
interest bearing 
certificates.’ He 
thought there 
was ® /neces- 
sity for such a 
course and that 
it ‘would prove 
a disturbing 
factor in the fu- 
ture, increasing, 
as it did, the 
government interest bearing debt when 
there was already $240,000,000 in the 
trensury. Furthermore, he said, he 
Was not aware of any statute by which 
these certificates could be construed to 
he a lawful basis for bank note circula- 
tion. 


Official Third Termers Rebuked. 

In a letter sent to the heads of the 
various governmental departments 
President Roosevelt has made known 
his unwillingness to have his candi- 
dacy forced upon the next presidential 
convention through the political activ- 
ities of men holding official position. 
This letter, the substance of which has 
heen made public, states that it has 
becn called to the president’s attention 
that certain officeholders in each of the 
departments have been proposing to 
obtain election as delegates to the na- 
tional convention with the intention of 
advocating his renomination or his in- 
dorsement by state conventions. This, 
he says, must not be. He directs the 
heads of departments to notify such 
officeholders as may be necessary that 
their acceptance of election as dele- 
gates instructed for this purpose or ad- 
vocating such renomination will be 
considered a serious violation of offi- 
cial propriety and dealt with accord- 
ingly. 

Bryan’s Call at White House. 

During his recent visit to Washing- 
ton to attend a Democratic banquet W. 
J. Bryan took occasion to call on. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for a friendly talk, in 
the course of which he urged his plan 
for the government guarantee of indi- 
vidual deposits in national banks. The 
president listened with interest to Mr. 
Bryan's views and asked many ques- 
tions, although it is understood that he 
did not commit himself to any special 
line of action. 

Chance Apportions’ Patronage. 

The two United States senators from 
South Dakota having come to.a dead- 
lock as to the. nominations for federal 
officers in that state, President Roose- 
velt when the two senators were to- 
gether in his office recently solved the 
difficulty by having them “draw cuts” 
as to the order of choice, using first 
pieces of paper, and when these were 
exhausted he resorted to the common 
practice of flipping a coin. The result 
was that the choice of nominations 
Was apportioned almost equally be- 
tween the two men, and the president’s 
embarrassment was much relieved, al- 
though there may be a struggle when 
the nominations come up in the senate 
for ratification. 


Justice Assails Constitution. 

Justice Walter Clark of the Noreh 
Carolina supreme court in. his New 
York address tried to show how the 
federal constitution was devised to 
suppress the will of the people rather 
than to express it and urged the call- 
ing of a convention of the whole peo- 
ple to revise it in accordance with 
present need and genuine democracy. 
He especially attacked the supreme 
court for presuming to amend the con- 
stitution and to nallify the acts of 
congress, saying, ‘“More complete do- 
nial of popular control of this govern- 
ment could not have been conceived 
than the placing of such unreviewable 
power in the hands of men not elected 
by the people and holding office for 
life.’ He said that we retain only the 
form of democratic government. 


Federation to Fight Taft. 

One of the last acts of the American 
Federation of Labor convention at Nor- 
folk was to adopt a resolution ex- 
pressing the conviction “that a great 
political party ould not more. wan- 
tonly affront and outrage the organized 
toflers of the country than by nominat-

ing Wiitkm H. Taft for the presiden- 
cy.” It charges Taft with being the’ 
first federal judge to employ “govern- 
ment by injunction.” President Gom- 
pers and the other officers were re- 
elected. 


Bryan's Washington Speech. 

W. J. Bryan made his; first formal 
party utterance since the announce- 
ment of his candidacy, Nov. 26, at the 
three dollar dinner given in his honor 
by the Democrats of Washington. He 
began by defending the donkey as a 
party emblem because everywhere it 
is serving the people—the common peo- 
ple. In his analysis of the policies of 
President Roosevelt he pointed to four 
which were distinctly Democratic— 
namely, railroad regulation, enforce- 
ment of law against trusts, arbitration 
and income tax, none of which, how- 
ever, had the unanimous support of his 


party leaders and in some of which he |, 


had not gone far enough. Then he 
enumerated the policies of Democracy 
which the president had not indorsed— 
namely, tariff reform, direct election 
of senators, promise of independence 
to the Filipinos. He charged the presi- 
dent with favoring the undemocratic 
doctrines of national incorporation, ship 
subsidy, asset currency and a military 
spirit; hence he concluded that the 
president was “Democratic only in 
spots.” A feature of the dinner was the 
pledge of Tammany support. by Dis- 
trict Leader Hagan, a pledge which 
Leader Murphy has since declared to 
be without authority. Two incidents 
of Bryan’s stay at the capital were the 
refusal of Senator Daniel of Virginia 
to attend the dinner and of Former 
Senator Stewart to shake hands with 
the»Nebraskan. Daniel told Bryan to 
his face that he was trying to dictate 
to the party. 

Tom Johnson’s Latest Reform. 

An order issued by direction of May- 
or Johnson of Cleveland prohibits all 
city hall employees from using tobacco 
in any form while in the public build- 
ings. The mayor will be the victim 
of his own reform, as he is an inveter- 
ate’ smoker. 

Ilinois Rejects Primary Bill. 

The Oglesby primary bill was defeat- 
ed in the lower house of the Illinois 
legislature Nov. 26, although it re- 
ceived 84 votes to 33 against. As the 
bill carried an emergency clause the 
number of votes required was 102. On 
the same day Governor Deneen sent to 
the legislature a special message on 
the navigability of the Des Plaines 
river and the water power interest in 
it acquired by a private company. 
Cortelyou Stops Note Issue. 

Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 
announced Nov. 27 that subscriptions 
to the new 8 per cent certificates re- 
ceived after business hours that day 
would not be considered owing to the 
large amount already subscribed and to 
“the decided improvement in business 
conditions throughout the country.” 
He said further that it was possible 
that he could not make any more allot- 
ments. Practically all of the subscrip- 
tions to this $100,000,000 note issue had 
come from the banks and not from 
people of moderate means, and it was 
proposed to sell the issue to the banks 
by requiring them to pay in one-quar- 
ter of the amount subscribed and to 
leave on deposit the other three-quar- 
ters, against which they may issue 
bank notes. This policy was regarded 
by many members of congress as a 
surrender to Wall street. It was credit- 
ed to the influence of J. P. Morgan, 
who was in. conference with the presi- 
dent and Secretary Cortelyou at Wash- 
ington last week. 


EXECUTIVE 


Muét Buy Supplies Abroad. 

Rear Admiral M. E. Mason, chief of 
the bureau of ordnance of the navy 
department, in his annual _ report 
strongly urges legislation that will au- 
thorize the department to purchase 
ordnance, projectiles, powder and tor- 
pedoes in limited quantities abroad, 
such material to be admitted free of 
duty. This recommendation is based 
on the statement that the domestic 
manufacturers are-unable to supply 
these articles within a reasonable time. 


U. 8. Buys Aeroplane? 

Despite denials on the part of gov- 
ernment officials, there is a persistent 
report that the United States govern- 
ment has purchased from the Wright 
brothers the con- 
trol of their “heav- 
fer than air” fly- 
ing machine. The 
Wrights have been 
in Europe for 
some time, and it 
was generally sup- 
posed that they 
were negotiating 
for’ the sale of 
their machine to 
foreign govern- 
ments. Much se- 
crecy is thrown 
about tue subject,

Army Horses to Race. 

The military authorities of the de- 
partment of the east have accepted the 
invitation of the Washington Jockey 
elub to hold a speed contest of army 
horses at the Bennings track, Washing- 
ton, on Thanksgiving day. Horses rep- 
fesenting eight troops of different cav- 
alry and artillery organizations of the 
United States army will participate. 
A cup for the winner of the race and a 
purse of $600, to be divided among 
those who secure inferior places, have 
been provided by the club.

Davis points-out that the pro- 
cedure was in violation of the act of 
congress approved June 18, 1878, which 
forbids the use of United States troops 
&8 a posse comitatus to execute the 
laws except under such circumstances 
as may be authorized by the laws of 
congress and the constitution of the 
United States. The course pursued, 
says. General Davis, “tends to divert 
troops from-their legitimate duty,” and 
he urges that the law andthe army 
regulations bearing on the case be 
brought to the attention of all officers 
in the army who are in the exercise of 
important military commands. 

Against Contract Canal. 

The annual report of the isthmian 
canal commission shows expenditures 
up to date of $48,285,880.37 and grati- 
fying progress in the work. On June 
80 the total force of skilled and unskill- 
ed laborers was 29,446, an increase of 
10,000 over the previous year, The 
death rate among employees .for sev- 
eral years past shows a marked im- 
provement in health conditions, mainly 
due to sanitation, better housing facili- 
ties and better food supplies. The re- 
port strongly recommends the - con- 
tinuation of the work by the national 
government direct and not through a 
contractor or syndicate of contractors. 
May Resort to Conscription. 

One of the features of the annual -re- 
port_of General F.C. Ainsworth, ad- 
jutant general ofthe United States 
army, which has called forth no little 
comment throughout the country is the 
statement that if present conditions 
continue there will be nothing for the 
government to do to secure men for 
the military service but to materially 
increase the pay of enlisted men or re- 
sort to conscription. The report shows 
that the deficiency below the author- 
ized strength of the army on Oct. 15. 
1906, was 8,046, while in October, 1907. 
it was 20,535. Among the reasons giv- 
en for this falling off is the strong 
competition which the government en- 
counters from private employers, who 
offer higher pay and more attractive 
conditions. 

First Battleship Retired. 

The second class battleship Texas. 
first armor clad vessel of the modern 
navy, has been ordered out of commis- 
sion at the Norfolk navy yard, where 
she had been held in reserve for a year. 
So many accidents had happened to 
her that she was regarded as a hoodoo. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Control of State Railroads. 

Judge Sanborn in the United States 
court of appeals at St. Paul has given 
a decision directly opposed to a recent 
decision in the United State court for 
the Sixth district, This latter contend- 
ed that a railroad becomes subject to 
federal! control only when the lines of 
the railroad cross the border of the 
state. Judge Sanbora says the power 
to regulate commerce among the states 
‘is paramount to all the powers of the 
states. If the independent and lawful 
exercise of this congressional power 
and the attempted exercise by a state 
of any of its powers impinge or con- 
flict, the former must prevail and the 
latter must give way.” 

Adams Jury Disagrees. 

The jury at Rathdrum, Ida., which 
has been trying Steve Adams for the 
murder of Fred Tyler was unable to 
agree and was discharged. Adams was 
admitted to bail in $20,000. It is ex- 
pected that he will be rearrested on 
the charge of murdering Arthur’ Col- 
lins at Telluride, Colo., in 1902. 
Common Law to Catch Trust. 

Attorney General Dickson of Colora- 
do is the latest convert to the theory 
that the common law is sufficient to 
abate the trust evil. He has begun ac- 
tion thereon against the state combi- 
nations of grocers and coal dealers 
which’ have boosted the prices of food 
and fuel until the public is wild to 
down them by fair means or other- 
wise. If the case is proved, showing 
secret and monopolistic practices, an 
injunction is to follow, the violation of 
which will be punishable with fine or 
imprisonment or both. Dickson, in 
supporting the railroad. commission 
law before the state supreme court. 
charges the opposition with adding 
fuel to the flames of popular passion 
which would surely result in confisca- 
tory legislation later on. 2 
Alabama Railroad Enjoined. 

The federal court at Montgomery, 
Ala., has granted an order restraining 
any officer or other individual from 
putting in force any of the rate laws 
passed by the legislature’s extra ses- 
sion, action being taken upon the ap- 
plication of the Central Trust company 
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of New York, which owned the:second — 


income mortgages of the Georgia Cen- 


tral, the Louisville and Nashville and 
allied lines. It is alleged that if the 
new laws go into effect the roads will 
be unable to earn enough to pay these 
obligations and that it will be depriv- 
ing them of property without due proc- 
ess. This order, which was issued by 
Judge Thomas G. Jones, places Gov- 
ernor Comer andthe state where it 
was before the extra session.

The trial of George A. Pettibone for 
complicity. in the murder of former 
Governor Steunenberg.of Idaho was 
begun at Boise Nov. 27, James H. Haw- 
ley opening for the state and Clarence 
Darrow leading the defense. 

Maxwell Commits Suicide. 

Howard Maxwell, ex-president of the 
Borough Bank of Brooklyn, who 
was recently ‘ndicted and held under 
heavy bail for criminal proceedings in 
connection with that institution, com- 
mitted suicide at his Brooklyn home 
on Nov. 26 by cutting his throat.

Bell Airship Launched. 

The successful launching of Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell’s recently complet- 
ed airship took place a few days ago at 
Baddeck, N. 8, The ship is built up of 


$,000 unit tetrahedrons, which are so }- 


fisposed as to. make the ship Itself 
one great tetra- 
hedron which 
has for its base 
the top of the 
machine, thir- 
teen meters in 
length. The sev- 
eral units ‘are 
covered on two: 
of-their sides 
with silk. The 
total surface 
thus exposed is 
. over 2,000square 
feet. The motor 
used is of the 
Dr. Alexander G. Bell. pai fd gy ts 
ty horsepower. It weighs 130 pounds, 
which brings the total weight of the 
ship up to 290 pounds. Owing to a 
snowstorm in progress at the time of 
launching no attempt was made to fly 
the machine. While Dr. Bell has great 
faith in the success of his invention, 
he does not assume to have entirely 
solved the problem of aerial flight. 


$2,600,000 to Aid Science. 

Supplementing his previous gifts of 
$1,200,000 to the Rockefeller Institute 
For Medical Research by another dona- 
tion of $2,600,000, John D, Rockefeller 
insures the permanency and efficient 
equipment of the institution. The en- 
tire endowment will provide a yearly 
income of something over $100,000. In 
notifying the directors of this last gift 
Mr. Rockefeller expressed his gratifi- 
cation with the results accomplished 
by the institute since its opening in 
1901. He told the officials that they 
were at liberty to use the income in 
any manner they saw fit to promote 
the work and offered no suggestion as 
to how it might best be employed. 
‘New Way of Phoning. 

Two young women of St. Louis re- 
cently discovered by accident that it 
was not necessary to place the lips 
near the transmitter of a telephone to 
‘be heard at the other end of the wire. 
provided the transmitter was placed 
firmly against the chest or even other 
parts of the body. The advantages 
claimed for the new system are that 
it is germ proof and nonfatiguing. Pro- 
fessor Calvin M. Woodward, one of the 
scientists at Washington university, 
explained that there was nothing new 
in the principle, but admitted he had 
never before thought of its application 
to the telephone. He said the sound

The two men who were victims of 
this crazy-man’s deed have been crit- 
icised for several months by certain 
demagogic -isiterests for their actions 
in labor niger, An effort,.has Been 
made to afouse -the feeling of their 
associates against them, for alleged 
desertion of genuine labor interests 
in some of their acts, and it is most 
natural to query whether it is not 
quite possible that the responsibility 
for the diseased condition of this 
man’s mind is not directly traceable 
tothe malicious insinuations of the 
agitators who-have thus slandered 
and traduced them. After—all it is 
but a short step from the inflamma-

the assassin’s hand. 

Few people who are not closely 
identified with public matters have 
any real conception of the actual 
state of the public mind, and its pres- 
ent excitable condition. On the one 
hand’ the demagogue is appealing to 
the passions of the so-called lower 
classes, and doing all things possible 
to create a hatred of all that repre- 
sents wealth. On the other side of 
the agitation are found arrayed the 
reformers and “unco guid” whose 
lives are devoted to criticism and cen- 
sure. Between the two stand the 
practical doers, who seek to actually 
achieve something in life, but who all 
too often are driven from their posts 
of labor by the pressure from the 
two battling forces. . 

The demagogue in his power is 
driving into the positions of influence, 
the low and corrupt characters now 
found in so many public places; the 
reformer in his power is succeeding 
in creating a spirit of suspicion ahd 
distrust of all who are occupying 
positions of trust, that is rapidly 
leading them to relinquish their pdbts 
to the on-rushing horde of the unde- 
sirable. Between the two forces, the 
men who should be a power in public 
life and in civic labor are refusing to 
be made targets. Which is the more 
effective factor in keeping in public 
service the right kind of men is dif- 
ficult to prove; each has a big field 
for operations and never were both 
so active as at the present time. 

Both kinds are made up of loafers; 
the one of that kind of loafer who has 
idled his days since birth, and never 
exercised save by force any of his 
faculties except ‘that of speech. The 
other is that kind of loafer whose life 
has been a living criticism of every 
man who does things, and of every 
thing that is done. The perfect type 
of this kind is like the fellow who 
never played a game of football, save 
the perfect game he plays on the side 
lines; who beholds the bruises on the 
actual contestant, marks ‘his torn 
clothes, his bloody nose, and his bat- 
tered shins, and in the security of his 
fur-lined coat, and warm gloves, and 
thick boots cries in disgust “You 
played a bum game.” 

Have you ever taken time, dear 
reader, to marshal before you~one by 
one the hypocritical critics within 
your own vision and think upon them 
long enough to credit them with all 
the actual playing they have done in 
the great game of life? If you have- 
n’t just try it some time, it won’t 
take you long, even if there should 
be several score in the list you may 
be able to recall.

Lecture on Florence 


Prof. George N. Cross delivered 
the last of his series of three illus- 
trated lectures Tuesday night at the 
Stone Chapel. The lecture wase on 
Florence, “The Lily of the Arno.” 

Mr. Cross opened his lecture by 
speaking of the large number of 
great men which Florence has given 
birth to, mentioning especially 
Galileo, Dante, Americus Vespucius, 
Savanarola, and _ greatest of all, 
Michel Angelo, showing pictures of 
the walks and places in Florence 
frequented by each and pictures. of 
the men themselves. He ‘said that 
except Athens, Florence has prob- 
ably produced more great men than 
any other city in the world. 

He then showed pictures of the 
beautiful Pitti Palace and the quiet 
Boboli Gardens back of it, and closer 
views of the famous statues in each. 
Views were also shown of the Ponte 
Vecchio unmortalized by Longfellow, 
and of the members of the Miseri- 
cordia on one of their errands of 
mercy. This soociety is composed 
of both Nobles and peasants. The 
members wear a dark colored gown 
and mask to hide the face, and hold 
themselves in readiness at all times 
to aid anyone whom they find on 
the street in need of medical assist- 
ance, carrying them on a Stretcher 
to a hospital or to their homes. 

He next told of the powerful family 
of the De Medicis with their coat-of- 
arms, seven physicians’ pills on a 
colored shield, showing the original 
occupation of their ancestors; and 
showed the tombs of two of them, 
carved by Michel Angelo; one being 
left unfinished.

MILK 


Dear 'Sir: In your editorials lately 
you have been speaking of the in- 
creased prices-.of. milk and other 
necessities of life. Good milk isnot 
too dear at.eight cents per quart laid 
down in glass jars at your door. At 
least the man who owns the cows 
should require five cents pér quart. 

The average quantity of milk a 
good cow gives is eight quarts a day. 
A farmer with twelve cows will thus 
have, let us say, one hundred quarts 
a day. At the old price of three 
cents a quart that was only three 
dollars for feeding, milking and tak- 
ing care of twelve cows. With care 
and economy it will take five dollars 
a day to feed and look after twelve 
, That is-my opinion as to the 
price the farmer should get. The 
amn who distributes the hundred 
quarts at eight cents per quart has 
three dollars a day for himself and 


his horse. This is not too much.

Another lodge-started! I thought 
that there were enough lodges.in town, 
but it seems there weren’t. 

Just why Clan Macdonald? My first 
thought was that there were not enough 
offices in the old lodges to go around 
among the members, and therefore a 
new lodge had to be started to accom- 
modate the members who had failed of 
sashes and a chair on the platform. 
But when I read ovér the list of mem- 
bers I saw that this cynical theory 
would not work. Clan Macdonald is 
composed largely of newcomers in town, 
members of the latest Scotch immigra- 
tion. I read too that their meetings 
are adorned largely by songs and reci- 
tations. Reading that, I had the clue 
to the new lodge. ‘These newcomers, 
God bless them, from Dundee and 
Brechin and Arbroath love song and 
poetry and oratory. These arts do not 
flourish in the existing lodges. If they 
ever existed, they have wilted in the 
frosty New England air. The young 
Scotchman comes here, knowing he is 
not a great singer but willing to add his 
mite to the evening’s enjoyment; and he 
finds himself in a land ridden by the 
two demons of self-consciousness and 
fear-of-ridicule. Within a year his best 
ballad freezes upon his lips, his favorite 
recitation is forgotten through disuse. 
He remembers the simple company in 
thé old land where each took his turn 
in song or poem and where each was re- 
warded with a hearty hand-clap whether 
he did well or ill. The hand-clap:was 
for the good intention, not for the per- 
formance. All—at least to his fond 
memory— was brotherliness and good- 
will. Hé remembers these things, but 
he has joined an American lodge where 
there is no recitation save the ritual, 
and no. song but a wailing ‘opening 
hymn.” I don’t wonder ke says, “I will 
start a new lodge.” 

Therefore Clan Macdonald has my 
best wishes. I hope that it will flourish 
on* this Anglo-Saxon ground. I ‘hope 
that the flowers of song and eloquence 
will blossom Jong in it ; but—we’re likely 
to have a cold winter. a

CORNISH DIALECT. 


Some Quaint Terms That Are Come 
mon Among the Natives. 
~“A. pitched my foot tn the sconce 
and knacked my nuddick,. and A 
wadnt able to clunky for a fortnight.” 
Readers of dialect tales will proba- 
bly take it for granted that this sen- 
fence is Scotch. It is, however, Cor- 


| mish and, being interpreted, means, “I 


caught my: foot in the pavement and 
struck the nape of my neck, and I was 
not able to swallow for a fortnight.” 

There are some quaint terms com- 
mon in Cornwall which have a pleas- 
ing savor of their own. The phrase 
“my dear’—prolonged to two syllables 
—is not, for instance, any indication of 
especial affection. It is a common 
form of address to either man or wo- 
man. So also, though with rather more 
discrimination in its use, is “my deear 
life. ” 

A young child is mentioned in terms 
of endearment as “my ’ansome” or 
“tender deear” or even “tender worm.” 
“Son” and “sonny” are used without 
the least relation to the age or sex of 
the person addressed. A son may some- 
times be heard speaking to his own 
father as-““my son” or a husband call- 
ing his wife “sonny.” 

“Young’’ means simply unmarried. A 
bachelor of eighty is “a young man.” 
Of a bride still in her teens it was 
said that she was “a pretty lot better 
looking than when she was young.” 
An old person is not simply old. He is 
“old ancient.” Several New England 
localisms are found in Cornish speech, 
as “cricket” for a small stool, “chores” 
for household jobs and “dowdy” for 
pudding, though in America the latter 
word survives only as part of “pan- 
dawdy,” the delicious deep spiced ap- 
ple pie of country housewives. 

A Cornish anecdote relates that a! 
small boy left at home to supervise the 
family dinner while the rest of the 
household were at church, having, like 
King Alfred, neglected his duty and 
allowed the fig pudding to scorch, in 
his dismay ran to the church and from 
the doorway made signs to the house- 
wife to come forth. She indignantly 
signed him to wait, which for a time 
he did, but at length, becoming iImpa- 
tient, cried aloud in reply to ber fur- 
ther winks and grimaces, to the scan- 
dal] of the startled congregation: 

“Yiew may winky and skrinky “as | 
long as yiew du plase, but the figgy 
dowdy is burnt gin the crock!”"—Liver-

The First Teacups. 

Even after tea was introduced into 
Europe and had come into general use 
teacups were scarce. At the same time 
coffee was introduced; but, apart from 
Constantinople, the first coffee cups ip 
Europe date back only as far as 1645 
in Venice, 1659 in Paris, 1652 in Lon- 
don and 1694 in Leipsic. From the 
first, however, the conventional orien- 
tal coffee cup, without stem or handle 
was little used, and in Germany not at 
all. The Chinese teacup was used for 
tea, coffee and chocolate as well. Speci- 
mens of porcelain were undoubtedly 
introduced into Europe in the middle 
ages, yet not till the sixteenth century 
were cups imported from China in any 
great quantities, and even then it wag 
as articles of vertu. Most of those 
found their way back into China again, 
as collecting porcelain is a lasting fad 
there, and high prices are paid for 
good specimens. The collection of 
Chinese--poreelain, if only the genuine 
specimens are desired, requires im- 
ménse study and knowledge, as the 
Chinese are skillful initators:and put 
numerous falsifications’on the market.

THE PENGUIN. 


Comicely Serious In Mating — its 
Wicked Flippers. 

It is probable that penguins pair for 
life, although nothing definite is known 
en the subject. When mates are cho 
sen the process is as interesting as it js 
striking. As is the case with so many 

ereatures, the males fight with each 
other for the females, might being 
right in the penguin code. The birds 
have regular fighting places, and ong 
such battleground was found unda 
an overbanging ledge. The results of 
innumerable encounters were present 
in the shape of great quantities ot 
loose feathers. surrounding the little 
fighting ring, which itself was clear of 
all debris. Although the beak of a pen. 
guin is so formidable a weapon whey 


| used on thin skinned enemies, yet thei; 


own skin and blubber are so resistant 
that they can inflict no injury by this 
means, The customary mode of fight. 
| ing is really a kind of boxing, or “flip. 
| -pering,” it might be called. The two 
| combatants proceed to the fighting 
place and then walk cautiously about 
each other, jockeying for an opening 
and ready to take instant adi antage of 
a false step or move on the part of the 
| opponent. All; however, is solemn and 
ag consistent with the rest of 
the life of these strange little beings, 
When at last each secures a good 
grip on the neck or body of the oppo. 
nent the real fighting begins. As nine. 
tenths of the life of penguins is spent 
on the open sea, where they pursue 
and capture fish, swimming with great 
swiftness by strokes of the flipperlike 
wings, it can well be imagined that 
the strength of their wings is very 
great, and when the two fighters begin 
to belabor each other with rapidly yi. 
brating flipper strokes each resounding 
whack must make a considerabie im. 


blubber fat. No one has ever recorded 
the finish of such an encounter, but tt 
is not probable that they result fatally, 
The weaker of the two must soon suc- 
cumb under such severe punishment 
and yield the field and the fair penguin 
mate to his stronger rival. The 
strength of the wing strokes can be 
tested by allowing a penguin to take 
hold of one’s coat sleeves or, better, 
the back of the hand. The third or 
fourth stroke will draw blood, and one 
is soon fully satisfied as to the pen- 
guin’s ability in this respect. The 
tough skin and the loose, rolling blub- 
ber beneath, besides breaking a falt 
and protecting the bird from the icy 
waters in which it lives, sometimes 
subserve another most {important -pur.

A Disastrous Fire. 


A fire that resulted in the _ total 
destruction of a barn _ belonging to 
Wesley A. Messer on Pelham street, 
Methuen,:together with the loss of 
seven cows, a horse, and all the farm 
utensils, harnesses, and hay in the 
barn, valued in total over $2000, and 
the very serious, possibly fatal, 
burning of James Felly, a farm hand, 
broke out shortly before 8 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

How the fire started is not known, 
although it is believed to have been 
caused by a dropped match, or a 
spark from a pipe. 

The building sets apart from any 
residence, the farm house that for- 
merly stood nearby having been 
burned some years ago. The owner 
of the barn, Wesley A. Messer, drives 
a milk route for Charles A.. Stevens, 
and was away at the time. Mr. Felly 
has been attending to the chores at 
the barn, and Wednesday morning, 
after completing his work there, went 
to the farm of C.-A. Stevens to do 
some work. 

Shortly before 8. o’clock Mrs. 
Messer, from the Stevens residence, 
saw smoke coming from the _ barn, 
and immediately notified the men, 
who at once called Felly and rushed 
to the scene, but the barn was: in 
flames when they arrived. 

Felly, in spite of the flames, rushed 
into the barn and unloosed the cows, 
succeeded in getting one out, and was 
making his way to get the horse out, 
when his clothes caught fire from 
the intense heat and he was badly 
burned. about the face and arms. 

He managed to get out of the barn, 
and was at once taken to the resi- 
dence of Daniel D. Nelson nearby 
where he boards, and Dr. R. H. 
Lawlor summoned. His clothes were 
on fire, and the men who assisted 
him were unable to extinguish the 
fire for several minutes. While badly 
burned, he was made as comfortable 
as possible until the doctor arrived. 
Examination showed that he had 
been badly burned about the face and 
exposed parts of his body, but that 
the fire had: not eaten through his 
clothing. He had shut his eyes from 
the flames, but his sight is lost at 
present. The physician thinks he 
may live, but the restoration of his 
sight is. doubtful. He is about 6o 
years old and single. He has been in 
town about four weeks, coming from 
Hampstead, N. H. He has been 
hoarding at the residence of Mr. 
Nelson.

A DESPERATE FIGHTER 


Courage and Daring of Colonel 
James Bowie. 


HIS DEATH IN THE ALAMO. 


Dramatio End of This Brave, Generous 
and Determined Spirit—The Way 
the Fearless Fighter Once Protected 
a Preacher In Texas. 


One fine summer morning in 1833— 
the year that Santa Anna seized the 
presidency of the new republic of Mex- 
ico—a small party of horsemen crossed 
the Sabine river about sixty miles 
from its mouth and entered Texas ter- 
ritory. Most of them were clad in 
buckskin and armed with rifle, pistol 
and knife—a rough, determined look- 
ing crowd, with two notable except 
tions, one clean sbaven, dark skinned, 
with o bright, restless eye that scan- 
ned the woods constantly, as if in 
search of an enemy, and the other a 


small, mild mannered.man, whose gen- | - 


eral appearance betokened the preach 
er. These two were riding in’ front, 
talking earnestly. of the convention 
which had just been held at San Fe- 
lipe de Austin and of the possibility 
that Texas might one day become an 
independent state. Suddenly some one 
in the party behind them started a 
song with a memorable chorus— 

When other states reject us, 

This is the one that always takes us. 

From that jingling rhyme some de- 
rive the name “Texas.” Certain it is 
that this great new land took in and 
sheltered many a fugitive. ‘who left 
his country for his country’s good.” 
That prince of pirates Lafitte had sail- 
ed away from Galveston ten years be- 
fore, and his thousand freebooters 
were scattered to the four winds, but 
crowds of adventurers from all parts 
of the world were pouring in, with 
many of the better class, to swell the 
tide of Texas immigration. 

The little band jogged on and finally 
reached the municipality of San Augus- 
tine, then a mere collection of rude log 
huts, with one or two adobe structures 
built by Spanish missionaries. Here 
the preacher posted a notice that the 
Rev. Henry Stephenson of the Metho- 
dist denomination would hold a meet- 
ing in the evening. At the hour named 
the house was crowded to overflowing 
with rough, desperate men, all armed 
and ready for any fun or fray th 
might arise on such a novel occasidn: 
The minister gave out a hymn, and it 
was sung with spirit. Then came the 
text, but not another word would the 
crowd hear. They hooted and yelled, 
shot off their pistols, erowed and bray- 
ed in derision. The tumult was deaf- 
ening. The quiet little preacher stood 
his ground bravely, though in his heart 
wishing he were well out of it. With 
difficulty bis traveling companion forced 
his way to the front, still earrying his 
rifle and a huge knife in his belt. The 
wild cheer that broke from the crowd 
sounded in the ears of the preacher, 
now thoroughly alarmed, like the 
howls of a pack of wolves or the yells 
of Indians hungry for scalps. But in- 
stead of jumping upon him this strange 
man, with restless eyes flashing and 
long black hair streaming over his 
shoulders, jumped on a bench and., 
throwing his hat to the ground, shout- 
ed in a stentorian voice: “Men, this 
man has come to preach to you! You 
need preaching to, and I’ll be blanked 
if he shan’t preach to you! The next 
man who disturbs him shall fight me! 
My name is Jim Bowie!” 

The effect was magical. With quiet, 
respectful attention the rough audience 
listened to the sermon, joined heartily 
in the closing hymn, and not a few 
persons came up to shake hands with 
the little man and apologize for the 
rough reception they had given him. A 
month later at the first camp meeting 
ever held in Texas some of them be- 
came members of the church, and ‘in 
1838 the cornerstone of the first Prot- 
estant house of worship in the republic 
was laid in San Augustine. 

The man whose timely aid-proved so 
effegtive was Colonel James Bowie, and 
the knife in his belt was the noted 
“bowie knife,” given to him by hi¢ 
brother, Rezin P, Bowie. It was made 
of a large file, strong, of admirable 
temper and gave its name to a family 
of terrible weapons not yet extinct. 
Crockett met Bowie for the first time 
in the Alamo, and he writes in his 
journal: “While we were conversing 
Colonel! Bowie had occasion to draw 
his famous knife, and I wish I may be 
shot if the bare sight of it wasn’t 
enough to give a man of a squeamish 
stomach the colic. He saw I was ad- 
miring it and said he, ‘Colonel, you 
might tickle a fellow’s ribs a long time 
with this before you’d make him 
laugh.’ ” 

Brave, generous, determined and em 
terprising, James Bowie sought adven- 
ture for its hazards, and he was natu- 
rally among the first to take up arms 
for Texas independence. Three more 
desperate men were never brought to- 
gether than Travis, Crockett and Bowie 
as they took their last stand within 
the walls of the Alamo. Sick and help- 
less in bed on-that last terrible day. 
Jim Bowie died sighting. As a Mex- 
fean ran forward to kill him he roused 
himself by a supreme effort, caught his 
assailant by the hair, plunged the fatal 
knife into bis heart and fell back dead. 

When the story of his death was told 
to his- mother in Louisiana, she said. 
“I am sure Jim never died with a 
wound in his back,” and, with a quiet 
smile, turned again to, her household 
duties.—_Exchange. a

OFFICERS AND SADDLES. 


Jefferson Davis and a Joke He Did 
Not Appreciate. 

When Jefferson Davis was secretary 
of war he ordered all his generals to 
learn to ride horseback, No finer horse 
man than Jefferson Davis ever lived 
He won the love and hand of Zach 


‘Waylor’s daughter by his distinguished 


Presence in the saddle, as well as by 
his intrepidity at the cannon's mouth. 
When secretary of war he noticed that 
only a few officers in the service were 
capable horsemen and issued an order 
something like this:, 

“A liberal reward will be paid to any 
officer or private in the army.who will 
offer a satisfactory device for keeping 
our soldiers from falling out of their 
saddles. Communications to the secre- 
tary of war will be regarded as confi- 
dential.” 

Captain George Horatio Derby, one 
of the leading army engineers of his 
day, used to write humorous and witty 
stories over the pen name of John 
Phoenix. He received a copy of Sec- 
retary Davis’ order while improving 
the harbor of San Diego, Cal., and im- 
mediately forwarded the most intri- 
cate and accurate designs of his plan 
for keeping officers and men in the 
saddle. To the seat of each officer's 
“pants” he attached a bull ring, and 
another bull ring was attached to the 
saddle. The two bull rings were to be 
lashed together when the officer mount- 
ed his steed. “If that doesn’t hold. 
nothing will,” wrote Phoenix to the 
secretary. Davis was furious when he 
got this proposition and immediately 
ordered that Captain Derby should be 
court martialed for “official levity.” 
The secretary felt that the army had 
been disgraced and wanted Derby se- 
verely punished. One of his intimates 
hastened to him. “Jeff,” he whispered, 
‘ff you order a. court martial for this 
little pleasantry of John Phoenix, one 
of the salt of the earth and immensely 
popular in the army, you will be made 
a laughingstock. The people will ridi- 
cule you out of office. Just laugh it 
off.”

TRIPLE EXTRACT. 


Process by Which the Odor of Flowers 
Is Obtained. 

Flowers that are to be used in the 
manufacture of perfumes are always 
gathered at nightfall or quite early in 
the morning, when the dew is upon 
them. Before they’ are gathered, how- 
ever, receptacles are prepared for them 
in the shape of large frames, over 
which are stretched cotton cloths well 
saturated with olive oil or‘almond oil. 
The cut flowers are brought in and are 
thickly spread on a frame. Then an- 
other frame is fitted over it, and that 
in turn is well spread with flowers. 
Then a third frame is fitted over the 


second spread of flowers, and thus the © 


work goes on until a huge pile of 
flowers is prepared. 

This flower heap is left for two days, 
at the end of which time the flowers 
are removed from the frames and re- 
placed by fresh ones. The frames are 
filled and emptied every two days un- 
til two weeks have passed, Then the 
cloths are detached from the frames 
and placed under great pressure, and 
all the oil is pressed out of them. The 
oil thus obtained is heavily charged 
with the fragrance of the flowers, and 
it is mixed with double its weight of 
very pure rectified spirit and put ina 
vessel called a “digester,” which 1s 
simply a porcelain or block tin kettle 
that fits in another kettle. When in 
use the outer vessel is filled with boil- 
ing water. 

Tn this vessel the mixture of oil and 
spirits “digests” for three or four days, 
Then, after having cooled, the spirit 1s 
decanted into: another vessel, holding 
the same quantity of fragrant oil, and 
the digesting process is repeated. Aft- 
er being thus digested three times the 
spirit is found to have taken up enough ” 
of the perfume, and it is then decanted 
from the oil for the third and last time 
through a tube, one end of which is 
filled. with cotton wool to serve asa. 
filter. .The fluid thus prepared is call- 
ed “triple extract.”
